Making wise health benefit 
choices during open enrollment

If you’re young and 
healthy picking a 
health insurance 
policy with the lowest 
monthly premium 
may seem like the way 
to go. 

But a lower pre- 
mium often means 
signing up for a high 
deductible, or health 
care services you must 
pay for before insur- 
ance kicks in. And 


deductibles are rising. 

According to the latest annual study by the 
Kaiser Family Foundation, in 2015, single- 
coverage workplace plans had an average 
deductible of $1,318, up 8 percent from the 
year before. A decade ago, the average was just 
$584. (Not all plans have a deductible, but 
81 percent of single-coverage plans did in 2015.) 

“People should make sure they can afford 
the costs beyond the premium,” said Gary 
Claxton, lead author of the Kaiser study and a 
vice president at the foundation. 

With open enrollment occurring soon at 
many companies, here’s what to consider as you 
select your health care benefits for next year. 


Go in-network 

The cost of seeing a doctor typically is cheaper 
if you stick to your plan’s list of preferred pro- 
viders. So even if you have a high deductible, 
you’ll save by staying in-network. 

If you already have a doctor, double-check 
that he or she will remain in-network next 
year. “Networks can change,” said Katy Votava, 
president and founder of Goodcare.com, a 
health insurance consulting firm. 

Keep in mind, too, that under the Afford- 
able Care Act, certain preventive health care 
services, such as an annual wellness screening, 
vaccinations and FDA-approved contracep- 
tives, are free. 


can end up being more expensive in the long 
run if the benefits for your prescription drugs 
are puny Votava said. To check, go to the 
insurer’s website or call the insurer’s customer 
service center. 

Contribute to an HSA 

With some high-deductible health plans, 
you can open a health savings account, which 
offers key tax benefits. For one, contributions 
to HSAs are tax-deductible. And if you use 
the savings for qualified medical expenses, 
withdrawals are tax-free. 

To qualify for an HSA in 2016, a single policy 
must have a minimum deductible of $1,300. 
For family plans, the minimum is $2,600. 

%ur employer may contribute toward 
your HSA, but you can also put money in the 
account, up to a combined total of $3,350 for 
single policies next year, or $6,750 for family 
plans. 

What if you leave your job or change insur- 
ance plans? The HSA stays with you, and you 
can continue to use your savings for medical 
expenses. 

Contributing to an HSA when you’re young 
and don’t have big health care needs could be a 
smart move. 

“Health care costs continue to shift to the 
employee, so as much as you can, sock money 
away in an HSA no^y ” said Nate Purpura, vice 
president of consumer affairs at eHealth.com, 
an online health insurance broker. 

Know the out-of-pocket max 

Finally keep in mind that although health 
insurance kicks in after you reach the deduct- 
ible, you will have to cover co-payments or 
co-insurance for medical services, up to a maxi- 
mum out-of-pocket amount per year. 

Abur chances of hitting that maximum, 
which can be more than $6,000 for single 
coverage, are probably low But it’s still a good 
idea to think of how you might come up with 
the cash in case you have a medical emergency

WHAT HAPPENS WHEN A PERSON OVERDOSES? 

“When you overdose on heroin or other opioids, [your] heart rate slows down and your 
respiration becomes very shallow. You essentially pass yourself out due to lack of blood 
supply and oxygen to the brain. You can overdose on all drugs, but overdosing does not 
necessarily mean you will die. You need a reversal like naloxone which reverses the effects 
of the opioid.”

2 reputed gang members 
arrested on drug charges 
after dozens hospitalized

By last Friday afternoon, 14 people had been 
rushed to Mount Sinai Hospital in Chicago in 
the previous 24 hours to be treated for heroin 
overdoses, some with the needles still stuck in 
their arms, according to hospital officials. 

In all, nearly 75 people had overdosed in 
Chicago since Tuesday afternoon last week 
from dangerous batches of narcotics, possi- 
bly heroin laced with the painkiller fentanyl, 
according to city health and fire officials. Po- 
lice were investigating if at least one recent 
death was caused by a heroin overdose. 

“We suspect what is happening is the same 
thing that happened in 2006 when people 
were getting heroin that was cut with fentanyl, 
which is a very strong narcotic,” said Diane 
Hincks, a registered nurse and emergency 
room director at Mount Sinai on the West 
Side. “That’s what we think is happening.” 

By early Friday afternoon, emergency crews 
had responded to 74 cases over 72 hours, more 
than double the same three-day period last 
year, said Larry Langford, spokesman for the 
Chicago Fire Department. 

It was unclear whether there were any 
deaths related to the heroin overdoses;

can take at least six 
weeks, according to 
a spokesman for the 
Cook County medical 
examiner’s office. 

By Monday two re- 
puted gang members, 
Alfonzo Sylvester, 24, 
and Mario Wofford, 26, 
had been arrested on drug charges after Chica- 
go police and the U.S. Drug Enforcement Ad- 
ministration combed the West Side trying to 
find the source of a dangerous batch of drugs. 

Prosecutors said Sylvester and Wofford sold 
an undercover Chicago police officer $720 
worth of heroin on the West Side on Friday 
The transaction occurred within 1,000 feet of 
Garfield Park, at Congress Parkway and Inde- 
pendence Boulevard. During the undercover 
buy, police recovered two knotted plastic bags 
with a number of blue zip-lock plastic bags 
containing a white powdery substance be- 
lieved to be heroin, according to court records. 

Hincks said some of the 14 overdose victims 
treated at Mount Sinai had collapsed as soon 
as they injected themselves. The hospital typi- 
cally sees two or three overdoses a day, she said. 

Chicago police said the drugs were pur- 
chased primarily at two locations on the West 


Side, one of them in the North Lawndale com- 
munity A sample of heroin recovered by police 
may have contained fentanyl, authorities said. 

At City Council budget hearings Friday 
afternoon. Chief Mary Sheridan, head of the 
Fire Department’s emergency medical ser- 
vices division, said all the recent overdose 
victims were stabilized with a single dose of 
Narcan, a heroin antidote carried by Chicago 
paramedics, and then transported safely to 
hospitals. But fire officials said the victims 
required additional doses of Narcan after ar- 
riving at hospitals. 

“They’re taking double and triple the doses 
of Narcan in order to bring them out of their 
stupor,” Hincks said. 

Fentanyl-laced heroin has been causing 
overdoses across the nation. The DEA issued 
a nationwide health alert in March. 

The powerful synthetic painkiller adds a po- 
tent kick to heroin, making it attractive to sup- 
pliers seeking an edge with customers. 

Heroin overdose deaths have been on the 


rise statewide since 2011, according to data 
from the Illinois Department of Public Health. 
Last year, 633 heroin overdose deaths occurred 
in Illinois, up from 583 in 2013. In Cook Coun- 
ty heroin overdose deaths remained largely un- 
changed last year at 283, down eight from 2013. 

A recent Roosevelt University report con- 
cluded that the Chicago area is racking up 
more heroin-related emergency room visits 
than any other metro area in the country Com- 
pounding the problem was that state-funded 
drug treatment had dried up, the report found. 

Illinois’ heroin crisis has drawn increasing 
attention from government officials in recent 
years, and lawmakers have proposed numerous 
measures aimed at attacking the problem.

Narcan, the brand name for the medication 
naloxone, was credited with saving dozens of 
lives in Chicago last week after heroin sus- 
pected of being tainted with the powerful 
painkiller fentanyl produced more than 70 
overdoses. 

Dr. Steven Aks, the chief of medical toxi- 
cology and an emergency room physician at 
Stroger Hospital, said the wider availability 
of naloxone appeared to be producing better 
results than he saw during a similar outbreak 
a decade ago. 

“People have been rallying quickly and 
it’s been a quicker response,” Aks said. “We 
learned a lot of lessons, and it shows.” 

Advocates say more work remains to be 
done. Chicago police officers do not carry the 
medication, even as many suburban depart- 
ments have started giving it to their officers. 
It’s still not easily available in pharmacies or 
at many public health centers. Inmates leav- 
ing incarceration, a population highly suscep- 
tible to overdose, don’t receive it on their way 
out. 

Yet Dan Bigg, whose Chicago Recovery 
Alliance outreach organization has been 
handing naloxone to drug users for 18 years, 
said the efforts to expand the medication’s 
availability are creating a new reality on the 
street. 

“This is what the world would look like if it 
were well-protected by naloxone: Overdoses 
would still happen, but there would be a lack 
of fatalities,” he said. “What we’re seeing now 
is really a potentially amazing thing.” 

The U.S. Drug Enforcement Administra- 
tion calls Chicago a hub of national heroin dis- 
tribution, and by some measures, its problems 
with the drug are the worst in the country 


Chicago has far more emergency room visits 
linked to heroin than any other city according 
to federal data, and researchers say about i in 5 
people arrested in Cook County test positive 
for the drug. 

Overdose deaths have been relatively 
stable in recent years, averaging 564 annu- 
ally in Cook and the collar counties. It’s not 
clear how the wider availability of naloxone 
has affected those numbers, but anecdotally 
people who train others how to use the medi- 
cation say they’ve heard about hundreds of 
overdoses that have been halted. 

Advocates have said they also want to see 
more public health clinics carry the medica- 
tion, and to have jails issue it to inmates with 
drug problems as they leave incarceration. A 
spokeswoman for Cook County Sheriff Tom 
Dart said the department was examining that 
idea but no action has been taken. 

The Chicago Police Department, however, 
does not issue the medication to its officers. 
Spokesman Anthony Guglielmi said the 
department relies on firefighters and para- 
medics to supply the medication, since they 
would likely be on the scene first. 

“We’re not opposed to having {naloxone},” 
he said. “We just don’t have it yet.” 

Naloxone is available from pharma- 
cies with a doctor’s prescription, but a new 
Illinois law, following a model already in place 
in 14 other states, will allow drugstores to 
dispense it to anyone. But Garth Reynolds, 
executive director of the Illinois Pharmacists 
Association, said state officials first must is- 
sue a standing order to allow the dispensing 
to begin. 

“I’m hoping we’ll have that in the next 
month or so,” Reynolds said.

Pajama 
parties? It’s safe to say that Cubs manager Joe 
Maddon has an arsenal full of crazy antics. 

But as we wait to see the outcome of the 
Cubs wild card game on Wednesday it’s hard to 
dismiss Maddon’s outside-the-box thinking as 
just crazy nonsense. His unconventional lead- 
ership is at the forefront of the Cubs’ record- 
breaking season and is what has rejuvenated 
fans’ faith in the age-old Chicago team. So 
maybe crazy and unusual isn’t so bad, after all. 

“%u have to have a little bit of crazy to be 
successful,” Maddon said during his introduc- 
tory press conference, as reported by IVILB.com 
last November. “I want crazy in the clubhouse 
every day You need crazy to be great.” 

From the clubhouse to the conference room, 
other team leaders try to incorporate high- 
energy and fun activities into the workplace. 
Many executives see benefits in offering their 
employees a break from the day-to-day work 
routine, such as improved work relationships, 
a boost in morale and an increase in confidence. 

“Team-building activities allow employees to 
connect with each other in a fresh setting,” said 
Brad Karsh, founder and CEO of JB Training 
Solutions. “It gets them out of the normal rou- 
tine and aids in building better relationships.” 

Whether it’s having teams brew their own 
beer, listening to upbeat music before a meet- 
ing or biking to Chinatown for a company out- 
ing, changing things up can provide interesting 
experiences for everyone involved. 

“We have a lot of smart people who work for 
us, and we challenge them to be their very best 
through competition and collaboration,” said 
Gustavo Razzetti, managing director of Lapiz, 


a multicultural marketing agency that is part of 
the Leo Burnett Group. “It refreshes people, 
and by doing it together, we can achieve more 
things.” 

The Shedd Aquarium may not be able to 
bring aquatic life to Chicago office buildings 
(darn it), but they partnered with MillerCoors 
for the Great Lakes Action Days program that 
gives companies a chance to clean up Chicago 
beaches by working together to clear invasive 
species and pick up trash.

McGladrey LLP is an assurance, tax and con- 
sulting firm that offers its employees some fun 
and socially engaging activities throughout the 
year. Tax associate Ashley Bugos said her em- 
ployer, McGladrey does anything from order- 
ing Potbelly milkshakes for everyone to offer- 
ing a boat ride on Chicago’s First Lady as a way 
to break routine and motivate workers. 

“These types of activities give us the chance 
hang out with co-workers and get to know our 
peers on a more personal level without the 
pressure of having to talk about work-related 
stuff,” Bugos said. 

But Alice Stuhlmacher, professor of industri- 
al/organizational psychology at DePaul Univer- 
sity said there is no real evidence to prove that 
breaking routine at work with unconventional 
team-bonding and -building activities is helpful. 

“Novelty at work can be energizing, but it 
could be a distraction if more and more time 
is spent on providing new and exciting diver- 
sions {that} takes away from the goals of the 
team and may not be of help in the long run,” 
Stuhlmacher said. “But having a leader who 
sees employees as humans and is interested in

ALTERNATE CAPTAIN 
A^NO-BRAINER’

Joel Quenneville had pretty much done it all 
in a coaching capacity with the Blackhawks 
except hand out a permanent letter among 
the team’s captains. 

When that opportunity came with the 
offseason departure of longtime alternate 
captain Patrick Sharp, Quenneville quickly 
awarded the position— and accompanying 
‘A” for his sweater— to veteran defenseman 
Brent Seabrook in what the coach called “a 
no-brainer decision.” 

“First one I’ve handed out, so it was spe- 
cial,” said Quenneville, who inherited alter- 
nates Sharp and Duncan Keith and captain 
Jonathan Toews when he took over in 2008. 
“{When} we talk about the locker room, the 
voice that’s probably heard the loudest and 
most noticeable is ‘Seabs.’ That’s the way he 
carries himself He’s been here for a lot of 


years, and he’s been a big part of the success 
that we’ve had.” 

Despite it being the obvious choice for his 
coach and teammates, Seabrook was still a bit 
taken aback when Quenneville approached 
him at a recent charity golf outing and deliv- 
ered the news. 

“It was pretty cool to have him pull me 
aside and tell me,” Seabrook said. “It is a huge 
honor and something you don’t know how 
it’s going to happen or if it’s going to happen. 
We’ve got so many great leaders in this room 
and so many deserving guys.” 

To his teammates, there was no player more 
deserving than Seabrook, especially consid- 
ering the 30 -year-old was already providing 
leadership without a letter. 

One of the best examples came during the 
2013 Western Conference semifinals when 
the usually unflappable Toews came unhinged 
in Game 4 against the Red Wings and took 
three consecutive penalties. As Toews sat 
fuming in the penalty box, it was Seabrook 
who skated over, put his gloved hand on 
Toews’ head and calmed the frustrated cap- 
tain. The Hawks went on to rally from a 3-1 


deficit in the series — winning it on Seabrook’s 
overtime goal in Game 7— en route to captur- 
ing the Stanley Cup. 

“Since I’ve been a Blackhawk, he’s been one 
of those guys I’ve looked up to and learned 
from,” Toews said. “Regardless of what’s go- 
ing on with his own game, he’s always bring- 
ing positive energy and everything we need to 
hear and feel in the locker room and on the 
bench. He’s been a huge part of our cham- 
pionship runs.” 

During his 10 seasons with the 
Hawks, there has not been a more 
vocal member of the team. Af- 
ter victories, Seabrook’s voice 
can sometimes be heard through 
closed dressing-room doors with 
shouts of “How about them Hawks!” 

That enthusiasm has been a trademark 
of Seabrook’s. 

“I’ve always been a rah-rah type of guy” 
Seabrook said. “I like to have fun; I like to 
get guys laughing. Sometimes it’s a little bit 
more serious than you’d like it to be, but it’s 
all part of it, and for the most part we’ve had 
a lot of fun here.”

Fantasy sports

Dave Attell’s adoration for stand-up comedy’s roots is unmatched. 

And his approach to the art form— since the late ’80s— is that of a “throwback 
comic,” as he calls it. A guy who paces his audience for the entire set, never locking 
himself into material and spouting off jokes he’s crafted on paper for weeks on end. 


“My material can adapt,” the 50 -year-old 
Queens native said. “If you didn’t like that 
one? I’ll do something different. It all came 
together for me when I stopped caring so 
much about {being the biggest name in show 
business}. I wasn’t going to be a great comic. I 


was a club comic. I accepted that, and then I 
started having more fun with it.” 

Attell’s modesty is visibly apparent, to me 
anyway because of the insane workload he’s 
put on himself over the years. The guy just re- 
fuses to stop grinding. 


Aside from touring the world, there’s “In- 
somniac with Dave Attell,” which he’s best 
known for. He wrote for and appeared on 
“Saturday Night Live” and “The Jon Stew- 
art Show,” and most recently, he can be seen 
alongside Amy Schumer in “Trainwreck” as 
her character’s homeless friend Noam. 

You can see Attell in aU his comedy-club glo- 
ry Thurdsay through Saturday at UP Comedy 
Club (230 W. North Ave., 312-662-4562). 

Before he crosses off yet another Chicago 
venue from his esteemed list, I chatted with 
him about branding yourself, Mark Twain 


and Trevor Noah’s start as host of “The Daily 
Show” 

You’ll be just steps from the iconic Second 
City Mainstage and e.t.c. theaters. In the 
same building, actually. Are you going to 
check out any Improv or sketch comedy? 

Yeah, I will try and check some out. I’m just 
really excited to get there. Chicago is a good 
place to work on new material. The crowds 
are very into it. They’re comedy-sawy And 
being in a heavy-duty space {like UP Comedy 
Club] is cool. There’s a lot of activity there. 
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This phrase “very adult” has been thrown 
around a lot to describe you and your mate- 
rial. Do you hate labels like that? 

I prefer “blue humor” to “very adult.” But, 
man, for today’s crowds? And how to market 
a show? I feel sorry for these club owners. It’s 
hard to get people to come to any show, let 
alone one of mine. People don’t like surprises 
anymore. They want to know what they’re 
going to get. We live in a consumer world. 

I hear, “I didn’t know he was gonna use the 
word ...” and you can pick the word. I think 
I’m “very adult with a childish nature.” 

How different of a guy would you be if you 
kicked it up to “excessively adult”? 

[Laughs.] Ideas make people groan more 
than words. If I was any more adult. I’d be 
dead because I’m so old. 

Live comedy is such a staple here in Chi- 
cago. You know that. But I really feel like 
the laziness of people— wanting everything 
available on cellphones and computers-is 
taking away from the beauty of live comedy 
a little bit. 

So many people digest the information and 
move on with their day But you’re right, 
comedy and music and the theater world in 
general, you need people to see it. To be a 
part of it. Otherwise it’s all comedy hours 
and recorded albums. Unless they come out? 
This is the most unimportant important 
thing I’ve ever done, if that makes sense. I 
am not doing anything for the world in doing 
comedy I like the jokes, whether they’re 
dirty clean, TV-ready whatever. I like it all. 
And I like to mix it up with the crowd. If 
there isn’t a crowd there? Well, then it’s just 
like jerking off

what it’s all about. There’s food involved with 
it. And being able to see the people sitting 
there listening to and interacting with you. If 
I had started differently and wasn’t a drink- 
ing, late-night comic, then maybe I would 
have been a different comic. But crowds 
don’t want me to pull back. 


there trying a new bit and you didn’t know it 
was going to go the way it did and then you 
love it. That rarely happens. For me it’s the 
spontaneous combustion. I’m always chasing 
that. 

You’re going to do this till you’re 100, aren’t 
you? 

[Laughs.] Good question. Uh, I don’t think 
I’ll be doing it that long. Don Rickies and 
Joan Rivers, they are names that can and did 
do it forever. I’m not that good at this. For 
me? I just have a fun time doing comedy and 
selling out a room here and there. People still 
kind of dig what I’m doing, but I don’t see 
that lasting. We change our phone every six 
months and there’s nothing even wrong with 
it. I’m still thinking of what I’ll have to do af- 
ter this with aspirations to be a dog groomer. 
I know I’m too old to join the army 


A dog groomer, eh? 

Sure, why not? 


Stand-up comedy Is your bread and butter, 
but you’ve appeared on so many other 
mediums throughout your career. Which 
one other than stand-up has felt most natu- 
ral for you and what you offer as a comedian 
and personality? 

Podcasting. It’s a chance to just hang out with 
my friends in comedy Guys like Artie Lange, 
Marc Maron, Joe Rogan and Greg Fitzsim- 
mons. And now there is a wave of new guys, 
and I’m so excited for them. They’ve really 
taken to the podcasting and made it their 
own. And they aren’t different people on the 
podcast, either. They’re themselves. That’s 
very cool. They’re connecting with their 
crowd in a really personal way My problem 
with podcast? You have to talk about your- 
self I’m not into that. That seems to be what 
a podcast is. You let the fan know you, and 


meet you, and hang with you. I do that all the 
time after my shows and I’m accessible that 
way but what they’re doing is great. 


Can you Imagine If some of the legends from 
back In the day would have had podcasts? 

For the ultimate fan, there is nothing like 
that. We didn’t have that as fans of Richard 
Pryor, Bill Hicks and George Carlin. Just 
hanging out with those guys? That would 
be the ultimate. But I don’t put any of us on 
their levels. 


Podcasting Is a great way to learn about new 
comedians, too, I’ve found. People that I 
really like and relate to. 

It’s very helpful promotion, and it really 
helps comedy But shows like “Last Comic 
Standing,” not so much. This isn’t wrestling. 
Taking a competitive stance on comedy feels 
weird. It’s so difficult to perform against 
other comics, and I feel bad for the comics 
doing it. I know they need the exposure, 
but when did comedy get to this point? Is 
the only way to get exposure as a comic is by 
being on a show? 


It takes away from the whole vibe. In my 
opinion. 

Comedy is a late-night, showcase environ- 
ment unless it’s a big-ticket name. 


And one last thing: T revor Noah took over 
“The Dally Show” last week. Were you a big 
Jon Stewart guy? You worked with him back 
In 1995, 1 believe. 

Definitely And for Trevor, I really hope the 
best for him. That’s a really hard gig to follow. 
But Trevor is a really good and nice guy I 
heard the rumors [about the show so far] are 
good, right? But honestly, of all of them to 
follow, that’s the hardest. That takes balls.

Yeah, a lot of stand-ups know who the 
character of themselves is, and they write for 
that. I never felt I was a character. I became 
one, I guess. But writing a good joke is what 
I loved. There are so many different ways to 
tell and express a joke. It took me so long to 
master putting together material that would 
be performed. 

And now It’s seamless? 

There is the guy on the road who is plan- 
ning every second of his set. Exactly 
how he’s going to approach it. But 
he’s never having a good time. 

I was that guy for lo years. Just 
don’t get so drunk that you can’t 
see the words. And listen to your 
tape afterwards to analyze what 
you did. I think back to why I ever 
approached it that way That’s 
a nightmare loop. 

And the best jokes are? 

The best jokes are never 
the ones you write 
but the ones you 
think up onstage. 
The little asides. 
That’s what makes it 
all worthwhile: The
